1. I am the sole inventor of the invention claimed in the above-referenced patent 
application. I submit this Declaration in order to establish a date of invention prior to the July 
19, 2002 publication date of Japanese Publication No. 2002-202418 (the "Japanese 
Publication"), a reference cited during the examination of the U.S. patent application. 

2. I submit that I am the inventor of the invention set forth in the above-mentioned 
Japanese Publication. The inventor identified on the cover page of the patent abstract of the 
Japanese Publication, previously submitted in this matter, is "TAMAOKI Hideji." I submit that 
I am TAMAOKI Hideji identified on the patent abstract of the Japanese Publication. I believe 
that the difference in spelling in both my given name and my family name (surname), as 
indicated in the patent abstract of the Japanese Publication and as identified in the present 
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application, is a result of a difference in translations from Japanese language to English 
language. 

3. I also submit that the subject matter in the Japanese Publication is the same 
subject matter presented in the present U.S. patent application under consideration. Therefore, 
as evidenced by the filing on December 28, 2000 of the Japanese application which was 
published as the Japanese Publication, I submit that there was a constructive reduction to 
practice of the claimed invention at least as early as December 28, 2000. 

4. I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true 
and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that 
these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statement and the like so 
made are punishable by fine or imprisonment or both, under section 1001 of Title 18 of the 
United States Code and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the 
application or any patent issued thereon.
